Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1967* 

The  Estimated  Mid-Year  Home  Population  was  11,800 
persons,  this  being  100  less  than  in  1966.  A  table  on  page 
10  and  a  graph  show  the  statistics  relating  to  births  and 
deaths  for  the  years  1958-1967  and  1959-1967  respectively. 

From  the  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
births  have  decreased  considerably  in  1967  compared  with 
previous  years  the  figure  of  111  being  the  lowest  for  the 
years  1958-1967*  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  10.7  as  com¬ 
pared  with  a  birth  rate  of  17*2  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
death  rate  for  Southwick  has  remained  fairly  steady.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  was  11.6  in  1967  as  compared  with  11.2 
for  England  and  Wales.  Infant  deaths  have  fluctuated  over 
the  years  and  1967  is  the  first  year  of  the  period  with  no 
infant  deaths.  There  has  been  only  one  maternal  death 
during  the  same  period.  The  illegitimacy  rate  increased  from 
i960  reaching  11  in  1964.  It  showed  a  decline  in  1965  (6.4) 
but  since  then  has  increased  and  was  8.1  in  1967* 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support. 

I  thank  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  information  they  have 
supplied  for  this  Report  and  I  thank  also  the  staff  of  my 
department.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS 


Southwick  is  a  small  urban  district  situated  on  the  south 
coast  about  five  miles  west  of  Brighton  and  about  six  miles  east 
of  Worthing* 

The  town  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial  hereditments 
form  .48 %  in  number  and  7*9^  of  total  rateable  value. 

The  chief  industries  carried  on  in  the  town  are  thermo¬ 
plastic  injection  moulding,  electricity  production,  engineering, 
dyeing,  sheet  metal  work,  the  manufacture  of  lingerie,  and  work  in 
connection  with  the  harbour  and  adjacent  docks. 

The  District  is  divided  into  five  wards  for  local  government 
electoral  purposes.  The  five  wards  are  each  represented  by  three 
Councillors.

With  reference  to  the  change  in  the  rateable  values  given  above 
the  Shoreham  Harbour  Trustees  appealed  to  the  Valuation  Officer 
against  their  assessment  which  was  in  consequence  reduced  by  over 
£16,000. 

In  addition  the  Rateable  Value  of  the  Power  Station  for  the 
year  was  reduced  by  just  over  £8,000.

The  facilities  provided  at  these  grounds  include  football 
pitches  (one  enclosed),  hockey  pitches,  cricket  squares,  bowling 
greens,  tennis  courts,  an  adventure  playground,  and  children's 
play  areas,  an  area  for  roller  skating  and  there  is  a  hall  with 
stage  and  seating  accommodation  for  approximately  100  persons. 

COMPRBHEMSIVB  DEVELOPMENT 

In  1956,  two  of  the  older  areas  in  the  town,  namely  the 
Fishersgate  Area  and  the  Central  Area  were  scheduled  as  areas  of 
Comprehensive  Development  under  the  West  Sussex  Development  Plan. 
The  Comprehensive  Development  was  undertaken  by  the  Southwick 
Urban  District  Council.  The  scheme  involved  the  demolition  of  390 
dwellings  and  the  transfer  of  the  established  shops  to  a  new  site 
in  a  more  convenient  and  central  position. 

The  residential  redevelopment  in  the  Fishersgate  Area  pro¬ 
vided  for  136  units  of  housing,  and  included  a  launderette,  a 
block  of  4  shops  and  42  garages,  all  of  which  have  been  completed. 

The  North  part  of  the  Central  Area  was  developed  as  the 
Shopping  Centre,  which  occupies  4.9  acres  and  comprises  38  shops, 
22  maisonettes  and  16  flats  together  with  garages.  The  Shopping 
Centre  was  officially  opened  in  1962.  The  development  on  the  site 
is  not  quite  complete. 

The  South  part  of  the  Central  Area  covers  an  area  of  9*38 
acres  scheduled  for  residential  redevelopment  to  provide  229  units 
of  housing.  By  the  end  of  1967,  the  number  of  housing  units 
completed  was  139.  The  scheme  also  included  the  rebuilding  of  a 
public  house  and  of  a  printing  works  and  these  have  been  rebuilt. 
Car  parking  is  being  provided  for  on  the  scale  of  two  cars  per 
three  dwellings. 


As  regards  industrial  development,  part  of  the  Fishersgate 
Area  was  scheduled  for  this,  and  the  planning  and  other  aspects  of 
this  development  are  going  ahead.

Comparative  Statistics  1967  In  order  that  birth  and  death 
rates  respectively  can  be  compared  with  those  of  other 
districts  and  with  England  and  Wales,  the  Registrar  General 
provides  an  "Area  Comparability  Factor"  for  births  and  one 
for  deaths  for  each  district.

Food  Poisoning  No  notifications  of  food  poisoning  were 
received  but  information  was  received  from  a  hospital  out¬ 
side  the  District  that  a  child  admitted  to  the  hospital 
from  Southwick  was  suffering  from  food  poisoning .  Contacts 
were  seen  and  certain  investigations  were  carried  out.  There 
were  no  further  cases. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of  carriers 
of  pathogenic  organisms,  specimens  of  various  kinds  are 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination. 

During  19&7  fifty-four  specimens  were  sent  for 
examination.  These  included  some  from  persons  who  were  still 
carrying  a  food  poisoning  organism  from  an  infection  in  1966. 
Organisms  isolated  from  the  specimens  were  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  and  Shigella  Sonne i.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Brighton  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  for 
the  District  and  it  supplies  all  the  houses  with  a  direct  supply, 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.L.  Fairbank,  A.M.I.C.E. ,  M.I.W.E. , 
Engineer  and  Manager,  Brighton  Corporation  Water  Department  for 
the  following  information  about  the  water  supply  of  the  District 
during  1967* 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  raw  waters  were  made  at 
weekly  intervals  in  the  Department’s  laboratory  except  in 
certain  instances  where  bacteriological  pollution  was  present 
in  any  raw  water  when  samples  were  examined  daily.  The  treated 
waters  at  all  stations  have  been  examined  on  a  daily  basis.  The 
total  number  of  raw  and  treated  water  samples  from  the  pumping 
stations,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  bacteriological  results 
obtained,  is  given  below: -

Colony  counts  at  22°C.  after  three  days  and  37°C.  after 
one  day’s  incubation  on  nutrient  agar  were,  except  in  the  three 
instances  which  will  be  outlined,  generally  low  in  number.  Two 
samples  of  treated  waters  out  of  a  total  of  3*158  examined 
showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms  in  low  numbers.  These 
samples  were  obtained  from  Shoreham  and  Southover  Pumping  Stations 
where,  due  to  the  mode  of  treatment,  it  is  not  possible  to 
examine  bacteriologically  the  raw  waters. 
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Daily  samples  of  raw  and  treated  waters  were  taken  at 
Mile  Oak  between  1st  January  and  the  31st  March  as  a  result 
of  pollution  arising  from  the  leaking  sewer  in  the  Mile  Oak 
Road  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report.  The  repair  works 
carried  out  on  this  sewer  during  the  latter  part  of  19 66  and 
the  first  two  months  of  1967  would  appear  to  have  been 
effective  in  preventing  any  further  pollution  of  this  water. 
Sampling  raw  and  treated  waters  had  also  to  be  put  on  a 
daily  basis  at  Gcldstone  Pumping  Station  from  the  l6th 
February  to  the  31st  March  1967  owing  to  blockage  of  a 
sewer  at  the  site  of  erection  of  a  large  block  of  offices 
at  the  corner  of  Goldstone  Park.  This  blockage  caused 
sewer  liquids  to  flow  on  the  chalk  which  had  been 
necessarily  exposed  during  building  operations  and  the  prompt 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Borough  Surveyor's  Department  of 
Hove  Corporation  in  first  finding  the  offending  sewer  and 
then  removing  the  blockage  satisfactorily  kept  the  period  of 
pollution  to  the  minimum.  At  Lewes  Road  Pumping  Station  a 
similar  sampling  procedure  had  to  be  operated  between  16th 
May  and  4th  August  1967  due  to  a  drain  which  was  found  to 
be  blocked  at  the  abattoir  in  Hollingdean  Road.  Once  again 
the  co-operation,  this  time  of  Brighton  Borough  Surveyor's 
Department  was  instrumental  in  bringing  to  an  end  the  over¬ 
flow  of  polluting  material  into  the  chalk.  Abbreviated 
chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals 
throughout  the  year  on  all  ra w  waters  and  a  general  chemical 
and  mineral  examination  has  been  made  on  five  samples  of 
each  of  the  Department's  sources.  Copies  of  the  reports  on 
these  examinations  made  on  all  raw  waters  in  November  1967 
are  appended. 

Bacteriological  examinations  together  with  chloramine 
determinations  have  also  been  made  on  873  samples  of  water 
from  service  reservoirs.  Of  this  total  five  samples  showed 
the  presence  of  coliform  organisms.  Three  of  these  were 
taken  from  Telscombe  Reservoir  and  as  a  result  this  reservoir 
was  taken  out  of  service  on  the  11th  August  19 67.  This 
reservoir  is  still  out  of  service  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report. 

The  two  remaining  samples  were  those  obtained  from  Mile 
Oak  Reservoir  on  the  22nd  August  and  High  Park  Reservoir  on 
the  11th  October. 

A  total  number  of  10,067  samples  were  examined  in  the 
Department's  laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these  3?347 
samples  were  submitted  from  the  Worthing  Water  Department. 
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CHEMICAL  ANALYSES  OF  SAMPLES  OF  WATER  1967 
(Expressed  in  mgm.  per  litre) 
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Since  all  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is 
little  liklihood  of  any  plumbo  solvent  action  and  no  evidence 
of  such  action  is  apparent.  As  a  result  of  an  enquiry  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into  the 
possibility  of  the  waters  supplied  in  this  area  being  plumbo 
solvent,  six  samples  were  taken  from  widely  varying  points 
in  the  area  of  supply.  Each  of  these  waters  had  stood  in 
contact  with  lead  service  pipes  overnight  and  lead  deter¬ 
minations  were  made  on  each  of  them.  The  results  showed 
that  lead  was  absent  from  these  waters  in  each  case. 

Chlorination  with  post  ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters 
is  practised  continuously  with  the  exception  of  the  pumping 
stations  at  Patcham,  Mile  Oak,  Sompting,  and  Lewes  Road, 
where  super  and  dechlorination  is  utilised  before  the  addition 
of  ammonia  to  form  chloramine  in  the  final  treated  water. 

In  the  event  of  any  raw  water  showing  evidence  of 
bacterial  pollution,  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals 
and  a  survey  of  the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to 
locate  the  cause  of  such  pollution.  In  addition,  if  it  is 
considered  necessary,  appropriate  adjustment  is  made  of  those 
gas  dosages  used  in  the  sterilisation  process. 


With  reference  to  the  latter  part  of  the  first  para¬ 
graph  on  page  14  copies  of  reports  attached  to  this  report 
are  those  relating  to  Mileoak  Pumping  Station,  Shore ham 
Pumping  Station  and  Sompting  Station  and  are  shown  on  the 
preceding  page<. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Since  1957 ,  The  Southwick  Council  has  been  one  of  the 
constituent  authorities  of  the  Hove,  Portslade  and  Southwick 
Joint  Committee  on  Atmospheric  Pollution  which  was  formed  in 
that  year. 

The  Joint  Committee  co-operates  with  the  Ministry  of 
Technology  in  its  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  by 
having  two  guages  sited  at  dfferent  parts  of  the  District  for 
the  collection  of  deposited  matter  -  grit  and  dust*  The 
contents  of  the  gauges  are  analysed  monthly  by  the  Public 
Analyst  and  a  copy  of  the  report  is  sent  to  the  Director  of 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  Ministry  of  Technology 

In  1967 » apart  from  February, the  results  at  the  site 
which  monitors  general  deposits  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town 
were  well  below  the  minimum  of  the  range  for  gauges  at  this  type 
of  site.  The  results  at  the  site  monitoring  a  local  industrial 
source  in  an  area  of  low  density  housing  fluctuated  throughout 
the  year  - 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sewerage  Board  is 
the  authority  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  in  the 
District. 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  served  by  a  system  of  foul 
sewers  discharging  into  the  Sewerage  Board's  intercepting  and 
tank  sewers  and  from  these  by  a  controlled  discharge  well  out 
at  sea.  There  is  no  treatment  of  the  sewage. 

An  investigation  into  the  Council's  Storm  Water  Drainage 
System  for  the  lowest  level  part  of  the  District  with  a  view  to 
obviating  the  difficulties  caused  by  the  apparent  inadequacy  of 
part  of  this  system  in  times  of  heavy  rain  is  continuing. 

In  times  of  heavy  intensity  rain  storms,  excessive  amounts 
of  surface  water  run  off  the  Downs  and  reach  Upper  Kingston  Lane. 
To  alleviate  this,  the  Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  Shoreham- 
by-Sea  Urban  District  Council,  have  made  additional  soakaways  and 
surface  water  traps  across  bridle  paths. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected,  by  covered  refuse  collecting  vehicles, 
from  every  house  and  shop  in  the  District • each  week.  The  refuse 
is  taken  to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting 
which  is  jointly  used  by  the  Worthing  District  Council,  the 
Portslade,  the  Shoreham-by-Sea  and  the  South wick  Urban  District 
Councils.  At  the  Plant  the  refuse  is  discharged  from  the  vehicles 
into  a  hopper  and  from  this  it  passes  on  to  a  moving  belt  from 
which  salvageable  materials  are  separated  out  and  the  residue 
taken  to  pulverisers.  The  pulverised  material  is  deposited  in 
layers  in  the  Halewick  Valley. 

The  Surveyor  is  responsible  for  the  Refuse  Collection 
Service.  As  regards  Refuse  Disposal,  a  Joint  Committee 
comprising  members  of  the  constituent  authorities  meet  quarterly. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Council  has  provided  and  maintains  public  conveniences 
at  the  Beach,  at  the  Green  and  at  Southwick  Square  for  men  and 
for  women,  and  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  for  women. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19^9 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  make  permanent  provision 
for  preventing  loss  of  food  by  infestation*  Under  this  Act 
the  Local  Authority  must  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  so  far  as  practicable  that  their  district  is  kept 
free  from  rats  and  mice  and  must  keep  such  records  and  make 
such  reports  relating  to  their  functions  under  this  part  of 
the  Act  as  may  be  required  by  any  direction  given  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food*

By  arrangement  with  the  Council* s  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  February  1967  ofthe 
areas  where  infestation  of  the  system  was  known  to  exist.

Dustbins  Any  found  by  the  House  Refuse  Collectors  to  be 
unsatisfactory  are  referred  to  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  action  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  to 
secure  renewal*  During  the  year  new  dustbins  were  provided 
at  8l  premises  by  the  householders  concerned  following  such 
action.  In  some  cases  the  householder  acted  on  a  verbal 
request,  but  in  6l  instances  it  was  necessary  to  serve  informal 
notices  all  of  which  were  complied  with. 

Verminous  premises  Eight  complaints  were  received  and  10 
dwellings  were  found  to  be  infested*  85  visits  and  revisits 
were  made  of  these  and  neighbouring  properties  and  disinfest¬ 
ation  was  carried  out.

Premises  registered  for  the  preparation  or 

manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  12 

pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale 

Food  Complaints 

Powers  to  deal  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in 
Sections  2  and  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955* 

In  1967  seven  complaints  were  received  from  persons 
who  felt  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for  human 
consumption*  An  investigation  was  made  of  these  complaints 
and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were  informed  and 
invited  to  submit  explanations* 

Four  of  the  complaints  were  of  foreign  matter  in  the 
food,  details  of  which  follow: 

Cornish  pasty  which  contained  a  portion  of  a  partly 
smoked  cigarette  which  had  been  baked  in  the  pasty. 
Proceedings  were  instituted  under  Section  2  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  and  the  case  was  heard  in 
the  Steyning  Magistrates  Court  in  August,  1967* 

The  firm  was  fined  £15  Os.  Od.  with  £5  5s.  Od.  costs, 

A  fruit  drink  purchased  from  a  vending  machine.  The 
Public  Analyst  reported  that  there  was  "a  thick  dark 
greyish  green  mould  growth  of  the  Mucor  type  on  the 
bottom  surface  of  the  carton"  and  that  the  soft  drink 
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was  unfit  for  human  consumption.  A  warning  letter  was 
sent  to  the  firm. 

A  packet  of  margarine  containing  pieces  of  cardboard,. 
Examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  revealed  that  the 
foreign  matter  consisted  of  three  pieces  of  thin 
cardboard  measuring  1~4:M  x  -J,?,  x  and  -4”  x 
respectively  and  appeared  to  have  been  incorporated  into 
the  margarine  during  manufacture.  A  warning  letter  was 
sent. 

Ants  in  a  packet  of  nut  bar.  A  warning  letter  was  sent. 
Two  complaints  were  of  food  being  in  a  mouldy  condition: 

(a)  A  mouldy  sliced  wrapped  loaf  of  bread. 

(b)  A  mouldy  meat  pie* 

The  Council  instituted  legal  proceedings  in  the  above  two 
cases  the  hearing  to  be  in  February,  1968. 

A  complaint  was  received  concerning  a  packet  of  high 
protein  food  that  was  said  to  have  a  bitter  taste  and  to  have 
dark  specks  in  it.  Examination  shov/ed  that  the  product  had 
been  overcooked  and  this  would  result  in  flavour  deterioration 
and  account  for  the  black  specks.  No  action  was  taken. 

Section  9  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 1  relates  to  the  exam¬ 
ination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food.  An  authorised  officer 
of  a  Council  may  at  all  reasonable  times  examine  any  food 
intended  for  human  consuirrption  v/hich  has  been  sold,  or  is 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in  the  possession  of,  or  has 
been  deposited  with  or  consigned  to,  any  person  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and,  if  it  appears  to  him  to 
be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  may  seize  it  and  remove  it  in 
order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during 
the  year,  but  requests  we re  received  from  trades  people  for 
examination  of  suspected  food.

ICE-CREAM 

32  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  which 
is  the  prescribed  test  for  ice-cream,  and  were  reported  on  as 
follows: -

MILK 

Local  authorities  are  required  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations  1959  to  keep  a  Register  of  persons 
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carrying  on  the  trade  of  milk  distributor  and  of  all  dairy 
premises,  other  than  dairy  farms,  in  their  district,  During 
1967  certain  amendments  were  made  to  the  Council fs  Register. 

At  the  end  of  1967,26  persons  were  registered  to  sell 
milk  in  the  district  and  one  dairy  premises  was  on  the  Register, 


Regulations 


All  milk  sold  to  the  public  must  bear  one  of  the 
special  designations.  In  accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations  1963,  the  special  designations  are 
(a)  Untreated  (b)  Pasteurised  and  (c)  Sterilised.  Under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Admendment)  Regulations,  1965 
which  came  into  operation  on  October  1st,  1963,  a  new  special 
designation  nUltra  Heat  Treated7’  was  prescribed. 


The  special  designated  milks  have  to  comply  with  certain 
prescribed  tests  according  to  the  designation. 


In  1967  twenty-three  samples  of  Untreated  Milk( farm- 
bottled)  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for 
the  prescribed  test  viz:  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  All  the  samples 
satisfied  the  prescribed  test. 

Biological  Examination  of  milk 

During  1967,  twenty-three  samples  of  Untreated  Milk 
(farm  bottled)  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  biological  examination  i.e.  examination  for  the  presence 
of  the  tubercle  bacillus  and  the  brucella  organism. 

The  reports  on  twenty-one  samples  were  negative  for  both 
organisms.  In  the  case  of  two  of  the  samples  the  Brucella  Ring 
Test  was  weakly  positive  but  M.  tuberculosis  and  Br.  abortus 
were  not  found  by  guinea  pig  inoculation.

HOUSING 


Local  authorities  have  duties  in  relation  to  housing 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  1961  and  the  Housing 
Acts. 


Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  is 
in  respect  of  Nuisances  -  their  discovery  and  abatement. 

These  are  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act  1957  and  other  relevant  Acts. 

HOUSING  ACT  1957 

This  Act  makes  provision  for  securing  the  repair, 
maintenance  and  sanitary  condition  of  houses;  for  clearance 
and  redevelopment;  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and 
for  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation. 

The  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  for  the  period 
1955  -  I960  has  been  dealt  with  under  the  scheme  of  compre¬ 
hensive  development  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  1956, 
particulars  of  which  are  given  on  page  4  of  this  report. 

No  programme  of  slum  clearance  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  for  the  period  1960-1965*

In  1967  the  Council  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  have  a  survey  carried  out  of  certain  streets  in  the 
district  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  number  of  houses 
which  were  without  the  standard  amenities  and  which  would 
satisfy  the  conditions  for  improvements  to  be  carried  out 
under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Act.  The  survey  had 
not  been  started  at  the  end  of  1967. 

Modernisation  of  Council  Houses

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FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  1961,  District  Councils  have 
certain  responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health 
and  welfare  provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according 
to  whether  the  factory  is  a  power  factory  or  a  non-power 
factory,  i.e.  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary 
conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions 
being  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is 
also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement 
relating  to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

The  law  relating  to  outworkers  is  dealt  with  in  Sections 
1J3  and  134,  Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act.  The  classes  of 
outwork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are  specified  by 
Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier 
in  the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
employed  by  them  as  outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local 
Authority  where  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
District  Council. 

Section  13^  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  premises. 

On  the  next  two  pages  are  tables  showing  the  prescribed 
particulars  which  are  required  by  Section  153  (1)  of  the  Factories 
Act  1961,  to  be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their 
Annual  Reports  with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I  and  VIII  of 
that  Act  which  are  administered  by  the  District  Council.
